A Story About Harness. 


(Toronto Daily Star.) 


A Western man who was in Toron 
to this week told a story that illust- 
rates the growth taking place in that 
country. The village he lives in if a 
new one—but two years old—and a 
store there handles saddlery. The 
storekeeper had ordered from a whole- 
saler in Winnipeg two sets of harness 
at atime, but when the rush of set- 
tlers began this spring he sent along 
an order for fifty sets. The Winni- 
peg firm thought this was a mistake, 
and wrote inquiring if fifty sets of 
harness were needed, and if so it 
would have to be a cash transaction. 
The money was sent. Two weeks 
later the saddler sent in an order for 
a hundred sets of harness, and the 
Winnipeg firm promptly concluded 
that the man had gone insane, but as 
the money accompanied the order the 
goods were shipped. Three weeks 
later the saddler sent in an order for 
fiye hundred sets, and the Winnipeg 
firm decided that the man ought to 
be pal in the asylum; or, if he were 
really disposing of such quantities of 
harness, a representatiye of the house 
should go away out and see him. It 
was learned that the harness was_be- 
ing sold to incoming settlers, of whom 
during the season no less than eight 
thousand passing north aud west 
through that one village. Later on 
another thousand sets of harness were 
ordered by the saddler, and the re- 
sources of the wholesale house taxed 
to the utmost. It seems like a lot of 
harness, but the Western man asserts 
that similar experiences were had in 
other lines of trade along the path of 
the incoming settlers. 

It is difficult for an Eastern man to 
realize how the West is opening up— 
a village erected in a week and a town- 
ship pechics ina month. In eleven 
months of the past year there were 
one hundred and ten new _ post-offices 
established west of Winnipeg, and 
one can imagine what a broadened 
population is indicated by this state- 
ment. 

Out west it is fully expected that, 
great as has been the growth of popu- 
lation.and expansion of the wheat 
growing area during the past year, 
next season will see an invasion of 
settlers much greater.

Reason for Scarcity of Olives— 
Cheaper Substitutes for 
Scents. 


The scarcity is put down to the in- 
crease of the ‘‘carion,’’ a white grub, 
which is the worst enemy of the 
Olive-trees; but the real fact of the 
matter is that the farmers of Italy 
and France have cut down wholo 
olive-orchards in order to devote the 
land to the growth of violets and 
orange-blossoms. 

The mention of scent calls to mind 
the fact that the whole of the scent 
trade has been thrown out of gear 
by the recent discoveries of the clever 
German chemists, who are always 


for old materials. The growers of 
heliotrope for scent-making have 
found that their blossoms are with- 
out a market, because piperonal, ex- 
tracted from oil cf camphor at half 
the price, has just the same odor. 
It is the German chemists again 
who have so brought the Indian in- 
Gigo-growers 10 the very verge of 
ruin. Indigotin has been artificially 
produced from coal-tar, and « whole 
great industry which a few years 
brought $12,500,000 yearly into ‘the 
pockets of our Indian Kmpire is now 
on the vorge of extinction. One Ger- 
man dye-factory alone produces as 
much indigo dye as could be grown 
on

Submarino telographists, on the 
other hand, aro suffering because no 
chemist scems able to invent an effi- 
cient substitute for guttapercha. We 
hear a great ceal of the famine in 
indiarubber, but that in guttapercha 
is far more severe. The best quali- 
ties have doubled in price in the last 
five years. Gocd guttapercha is the 
densost of all vegetable products, and 
absoultely the only known material 
which both insulate cables and stand 
the enormous pressure at a depth of 
a thousand fathoms or over. The 
recent scarcity is due chiefly to the 
enormous ijiicreare in golf, for gutta- 
percha is the only perfect material 
ior making golf-balls.

Chicago holds the record for quick 
paper-making, for in that city of 
wonders three trees which were grow- 
ing at eight o'clock in the morning 
were issued to the public the same 
day in the form of evening papers. 
Wonderful as this was, the feat might 
have been so arranged to have 
appeared very much more re- 
markable, for the Whole process 
of transforming the trees in- 
to newspapers occupied less than 
three hours from start to finish; but 
in the experiment many hours were 
wasted between receiving the paper 
at the newspaper office and using it. 
The transformation of three growing 
trees into paper took less than two 
hours to effect, including felling, 
barking, splitting, pulping, chemical- 
ly treating, rolling, and glazing. 

There have been many extraordin- 
ary feats against time performed in 
the way of turning sheep's wool into 
clothing. What was probably the 
first was made quite 
FPARLY LAST CENTURY, 
when a famous sportsman of the day 
appearod at seven o'clock dinner in 
a coat made from wool which had 
been growing on the back of sheep 
fifteen or sixteen hours carlier in the 
day. But that record has been cut 
down again and again, and the timo 
now stands at a little over six 
hours. This triumph of rapid manu- 
facture is yet another American 
laurel. At half-past six one morn- 
ing some sheep were shorn. The 
resultant wool underwent | about 
twenty distinct processes, which oc- 
cupied three and a half hours, when 
it became cloth. Then the tailors 
took it in hand, and after 150 odd 


minutes’ work they produced the 
finished suit. 
Some years ago a Northampton, 


England, firm of boot and shoo man- 
ufacturers astonished the trade by 
turning out a complete pair of high- 
class boots in half an hour, But 
this feat has since been outdone in 
ao Massachusetts boot-inanufactory, 
where a pair of lady's twelye-button 
boots were made ready for immediate 
wear in twenty-four minutes! In the

T:.e most notable failure in this new 
method of supplying utilities to the 
people and of doing public work by 
public machinery is that of the great 
salt water expe:iment which recently

NUTS FOR PESSIMISTS. 
Now the worst of pessimists could 
not ask for more in tke quantity and 
quality of tlis public curse. And yet 
the tale is not all-told. There was 
}yet another and a life-destroying ef 
fot from the salt water syeiem 
which, if it did not kill men, at least © 
kitled much that was very dear ta 
jmen—namely ticir trees and shrub: 
bery. The leakage from the pipes 
seeped through the earth, and at 
tacking the roots of vegetation des: — 
troyed all tho greenery in these salt- 
cursed citeics of the English coast, 
Grass, flowers, trees, vires, all 
plants that drew their nourishment 
from the wet earth were fed upon 
salt solution, wilted, drooped and 
cied 
All these effects were felt simultan- 
eously. They did not occur procise: — 
ly one after the other. A little time 
was requi-ed for the salt to permeate 
above and below ground, to a reas 
onable extent before it began ta 
mate itself the most conspicuous fact 
in the life of these communities. Its 
pall fell all at once. It was a long — 
time coming, but it came. iw 
eed everybody and mace everybody 
perfectly miserable in mind and ~ 
body. And as nobody in particular 
could make a fortune out of it, it 
was forthwith lifted and put away 
forever. 

he salt water system has been the 
most disastrovs experiment tried 


towns of England and the suggestion 


ended in economic cisaster for several 
coast cities in England. It was not 
long ago that some alert genius in 
the town of Hastings conceived the 
da:ing and original idea of “harness 
ing tke ocean’’ to sprinkle the streets 
of that city. So simple was the 
plan and so obvious was its desira- 
bility that the municipal fathers of 
Hastings proceeded without delay to 
put it into effect: Of course, the ex- 
ecution of the plan was quite expen- 
sive. An entire new plant for pump- 
ing and maining was recessary, but 
expense is no object when the public 
pays tho bills, especially when the 
public is vastly berefited by the ex- 
penditure. And in this case thee 
was mapifest a double desirability 
inasmuch as a large revenue to the 
city was clearly in sight. Why not 
extend the pipe system generally, 50 
that anyone who desired it coul 
have his salt water dip in his own 
private bathroom? It was an al- 
luring prospects, and the plans went 
through with a rush, 
ADVANTAGES APPARENT. 
News of the salt water system in 
Hastings spread rapidly and a num- 
ber of coast towns took advantage 
of the examplo and were presently 
equipped with pumps and pipes in 
plenty. The system seemed to be 
the very acme of desirability and 
perfectdbility. Numerous advantages 
not thought of before were discover- 
ed as soon as it was put into actual 
practice. Sea salt is known to have 
considerable antiseptic power, and 
its presence in all the streets had a 
most salubiious effect on the general 
hygienic state of the town. This, in 
connection with the fact that every~ 
body who could afford it had private 
pea water bathing facilities, wrought 
a twofold good effect on the general

But there ore many varieties 
of sore throat and it may be of in- 
terest to deal briefly with those 
kinds commonly met with. 

Acute pharyngitis—simple sore 
throat—often follows after catching 
cold or after exposure to cold, or it 
may be constitutional—such in con- 
nection with gout or rheumatism. 
In this case the throat appears to 
be red and more or Jess dry, while 
the tonsils and uvuls are often a 
good deal swollen. 

The patient, as a rule, endeavors 
to cough; he has a continual desire 
to clear the throat, owing to a dry 
tickling feeling there. 

A considerable amount of pain fol- 
lows the effort to swallow food or 
drink. There is also some  siight 
rise of temperature and feverish feel- 


ing at the onset of the trouble, as 
well as stiffmess of the neck and 
slight deafness. 

This kind of sore throat rarely 


lasts more than a few days, and an 
aperient of Epsom salts at the com- 
mencement with a few inhalations of 
steam from a _ bowl of hot water 
and avoidance of cold and draughts, 
will soon make the patient quite 
well again, 

A frequent sequel to this, but at- 
tendant gencrally on neglect in 
treatment, is the form of chronic 
pharyngitis that follows soveral dif- 
ferent attacks of the acute ferm. 

Among clergymen, costermongers, 
pubiic speakers and others who havi 
to strain’ their voices, as well as 
among those who smoke or drink 
to excess, it is very often met with. 

HERE THE BEST ADVICE 
is to avoid the exciting cause, giv- 
ing rest to tho voice and »bstaining 
from tobacco and alcohol; gargles 
and sprays to the throat only give 
temporary relief. 

Acute tonsilitis, or inflammation 
of the tonsiis, is a common form of 
sore throat among young adults. 

Wet, cold and bad sanitary sur- 
roundings—bad smells, etc.,—are 
frequent cause. The attack com- 
mences, aS a rule, with a chilly 
fecling, accompanied by pains in the 
back and limbs, while the tempera- 
ture is considerably raised, reaching 
102 degrees or higher; there is sev- 
ere headache and great pain in the 
throat, more especially on swallow- 
ing. 

on oxamination the tongue is seen 
to be very furred, and tho breath is 
very offensive; the tonsils are red 
and swollen and have small, creamy 
white spots on their surface, 

As this form of sore throat is very 
catching and may attack all the in- 
mates of a house, it calls for ener- 
getic treatment, Isolation of the pa- 
tient being imperatively demanded. 

The great danger here is that 
diphtheria in its early stages may 
be mistaken for it; therefore, if 
there is the slightest doubt, a phy- 
sician should at once see the pa- 
tient, especiaily if the white spots 
on the tonsils increase in size, con- 
nect or spread to other parts of the 
throat, ‘The treatment should be 
as follows:

In somo 
places they were piled up in the 
aisles. three and four deep, where 
one had fallen, and others tripped 
over the prostrato forms, and all 
had died where thoy lay, ovidently 
suffocated by the gas, Others wero 
bent over backs of scats, whore they 
had been thrown by the rush of 
people for the doors, and killed with 
hardly a chance to rise from their 
chairs. 

In the aisles nearest to the doors 
the scenes were harrowing in the 
extreme, Dodies lay in every con- 
ceivable attitude, half naked, the 
jiook on their faces revealing some of 
the agony which must have preceded 
their death. 

The theatre had beon constructed 
but a short time, and all its equip- 
ment was not yet in place. This 
was unfortunately the case with a 
fire escape in the rear of the build- 
ing.

MICROSCOPE OULDONE. 
Science Learns a Iesson From 
Sunbeams. 


“The sunbeam’s visible dust particles 
have taught a lesson to scientists, 
and the result is an instrument far 
beyond the microscope in power. 
What this will mean in the study of 
germs of aiseases and as an aid to 
the medieal world can hardly be cal- 
culated. . 

Profs. Siedentopf and Zsigmondy 
of Jena university are the discover- 
ers of the new method of microscope 
observation whereby ultramicroscop- 
ic particles are not only made vis- 
ible but can also be studied with a 


(ness, exert no material influence up- 
on the vibratory period of the light 
Waves, and hence appear to the ob- 
server as sélf-illuminating, or lumin- 
ovs ob ects, by virtue of their  re- 
flected light. “Since, however, the 
reflected light is weaker than the 
original ° illuminating beam, it is 
necessary, in order to secure the ad- 
vantages of an intensified iumina- 
tion of the particles, to employ the 
principle of dark field illumination. 
The principle involved in this new 
method is well iJustrated by the 
common phenomena of the “visible 
sunbeam” in a darkened room which 
jis penetrated by a ray of light. Dust 
particles in the path of the ray, hith- 
erto invisible, become visible when 
the eye of the observer is at right 
angles to the direction of the pene- 
trating ray. .

Palace on the morning af July 27th, 
1889, he led his Royal bride into 
the dining-room, where the wedding 
breakfast was laid, as an earl. When 
the meal was half over, the late 
Queen, in raising her glass to the 
toast of the young couple, conferred 
a dukedom upon him, and thus 
he ate, he passed through two 
of the peerage—surely the quickest 
Promotion ever recorded. 

Dr. J. Wilson Swan, F-.R.S., the 
inventor of the incandescent electric 
lamp, has just éntered his seventy- 
sixthjycar.

ham Gems.—You need a good 

small iron gem pans, the cold- 
Water, the best meal and plenty 
of good common sense of “faculty” 
for your work. Two and one-half 
cups cold water and about three 
level cups of meal. Boat and stir a 
‘few moments and. incorporate all 
the fresh afr possible. The batter 
should bo thin enough to pour 
casily from the spoon. Will hot pans 
full and put in hot oven. Should 
rise abeve pans and ke well done in 
half an hour, Remove from pans 
{and let cool a little before eating. 
If not light and spongy, probably ov- 
en too cool or bread not stiff enough. 

Gems of Entire Wheat.— Three lev- 
el tea cnps entire wheat, two cups 
cold water and tablespoonful liquid 
shortening. Beat, make and bake 
same as the graham gems. They 
may need a spoonful or more of 
cold water. When done they should 
be a sponge that does not fall from 
the crust, If these breads are not 
right, or too soft, they may be used 
as a cereal, then try ogain.

Much Work and Patience Needed 
to Transform the Pelts In- 
to Garments. 


There is a vast difference between 
the crude skin furnished by the trap- 
per and the finished fur of the gar- 
ment supplied by the furrier. Which 
of the many women who love 
draw the soft, warm fur across their 
rosy cheeks would touch even with 
the tips of their dainty fingers the 
coarse and odorous pelt as it first 
reaches the fur market ? 

The story of the hunting down of 
the animal has been frequently told. 
Let us take up the subject from this 
point. The first thing done after tle 
animal has been dispatched is to 
remove the skin, stretch it on a 
board to dry after liberally rubbing 
it with salt to preserve it. The salt 
is rubbed on the inner side, not -on 
the fur. his is left to dry, and 
when the hunting season is over all 
the pelts are gathered into bundles 
and taken to the nearest market. 

Here they are classified. All seal- 
skins of first quality ave sent to 
London for dyeing and unhairing, 
for seal is covered with a thick coat 
of coarse gray halrs over the soft 
fur. ‘The work is still done with 
knives by hand, and is tedious, al- 
ways crippling the fingers of — the 
workers. 

MUCH WORK NECESSARY. 


Before any skin can be made into 
a garment it must go through many 
processes. The first thing is to 
scrape off all the dried flesh and fat 
adgering to the peit and work the 
leather into flexibility. All pelts, 
‘after having been scraped, ave tann- 
ed to make tle skin tough. The 
skins are put into vats and tanned 
until they are finished, and then 
dried, rubbed, scraped and dyed. The 
best are done in London, but many 
more common pelts are dyed in 
Brooklyn, where there is a large es- 
tablishment. All furs that are to 
be made up in “natural” fashion 
are, after tanning, worked over and 
made as soft as a kid glove, and 
this is done by sheer strength and 
patience. 

The natural furs are then matched 
in bunches and set aside. Dyed baby 
lamb, chinchilla, miiniver, ermine 
and sables are tied in bunches and 
tagged with papers showing quality 
and number. Tt requires many of 
them to make a garment. Mink, 
sable, marten, otter and stmilar ani- 
mals are simply dressed—that is, 
scraped, rubbed and made soft aby 
pliable. They are never dyed, Seal, 
skunk, fox, raccoon, nutria, musk- 
rat, rabbit, opossum and some bear 
are dyed. Raccoon has long hairs 
and ‘a beautiful coat of inner fur 
closely resembling beaver, It is 
pluckod ond the fur used undyed to 
imitate beaver for collars, capes, 
etc. Lately the furriers have taken 
to dyeing it blak without unhoir- 
ing it, and opossum as well, leaving 
the long hairs. Jt is al to make 
tails of. Muskrat makes best 
imitation of sealskin. 

OTTER MOST EXPENSIVE. 

With the exception of sea otter, 
sable is the most oxpensive , fur.

ALL SCRAPS SAVED. 

. To the unsophisticated eyo a fur 
garment appears to be ali of one 

Piece, without scam or fold, but the 

inside would show the patient and 

Painstaking labor bestowed upon it. ~ 
In the first place, every piece must 

have the pile run the same way, 

and be exactly the same in color and 

thickness. 

One of the good points about a 
fine garment is the small number of 
Pieces that go to make it up. The 
reason for this is that they are cut 
without — stint. However, every 
scrap of fur is valuable, and sooner 
or later finds its filace. Cheap fur 
garments are made of the leavings 
of the good ones. One piece of Per 
sian lamb three~juarters of a yard 
Square was made up of scraps, none 
over half an inch wide. The back 
was a labyrinth of seams, while the 
fave looked as smooth as if of one 
Piece, Obviously, in the process of 
wear some of these seams are likely — 
to give way. When a garment is to 
be made the first move is to select 
the skin. This is laid out on a flat 
board and wet. The fur side is 
down. ‘Then they are stretched and — 
pulled to the limit, and literally 
thousands of fine, long pins are 
stuck in to hold the edges. They are 
left all night to dry, The next day 
the patterns of stiff cartridge paper 
are fastened down over the skin 
firmly, and the cutter, with a knife 
as sharp as a razor, cuts along the 
edge of the pattern into the leather, 
but never quite through, for fear 
of injuring the fur. When this 1s 
done the parts are gently pulled 
apart, and the fur is ready to be 
sewed. “3 

HAND WORK THE BEST. 

There are machines to sew fur, 
but the best work is always done by 
hand. ‘he edges of the seam are 
moistened so that the needle will — 
pass, and all scams ure moistened 
and pressed flat, generally with a 
smooth shell. When the garment is — 
sewed itis stretched again, this time 
‘on a model, fur side in. and then 
all edges are taped, and all seams 
are stayed by having a tape stitch- — 
Jed back and forth so the seam is 
firmly held, no matter what future 
pressure may come upon it. 

Around the top and bottom the 
tapes are stitched, this last being to 
give, a hold for the lining. Around — 
the“arm-edge is quilted a half-moon 
of buckram. Another piece is quilt- 
ed to the revers. A tailor would 
scarcely put so many or such care- — 
ful stitches in the finest coat. 

The sleeves are put on in the same 
careful way, and each seam taped. 
The cuffs are furnished with edges 
and buckram quiltings. The lining 
is hemmed to the edge in the neatest 
manner. Only the best silk or bro- 
cade is used—quilted satin being 
“out.’’ The putting in of the sleeves 
to have them look as if they had, 
like Topsy, “‘just growed,’ is pure 
art. The lining of the jacket is then 
put in. x 

Among all the reasonably priced 
furs skunl® easily takes the lead for 
beauty and general utilty. The fur 
of this animal is prepared by inter-_

SETTLING THE NORTH-WEST, 


VithIn the past fifteen months no 
less than 115,000 settlers have 
entered the North-West, where they 
will make homes for themselves, 
and where they will till the soil, 
shipping out their grain oyer Cana- 
dian railways, and by Canadian 
vessels to the ports of the Dominion 
to be sent forward to foreign points. 
It is estimated that forty thousand 
American farmers haye crossed the 
border and taken up land on’ the 
Canadian side of the line within the

_ can acres, which were wearing out 
and proving unproductive. 

After the set back which follow- 
ed the British Columbia mining 
boom there were discouraging years 
for the mineral industries of British 
Columbia, It would appear, how- 
ever, that all this had passed away 
now and that this country is once 
more on the eve of a development 
which will count largely in the Do 
minion’s future prosperity. 

In the Maritime Provinces the 
development of the coal measures 
has proceeded rapidly throughout 
the year 1903.

Household jiings. 


The King has done away with 
numerous male domestic servants 
who held positions in the region of 
the late Sovericgn. There is~ now 
no baker at Balmoral Custle, where- 
as in Quéen Victoria’s time there 
were three, _The supply of loaves 
and the many forms of houschold 
breads, including rolls and other 
table breads, come daily from a lo- 
cal baker at Ballater. Fancy cakes 
for afternoon tea, biscuits’ for des- 
sert, sponge-fingers, and all confec- 
tionary comes three times a week 
from the stillroom department at 
Windsor Castle. : 

The wages given by the King to 
his men-servants are on a very much 
lower scale thay those given by the 
Jate Queen, and restrictions about 
supplies for the stables and liveries 
are rigidly enforced by Lord  TPar- 
quhar, the Master of the Household. 
The amount allowed by the Queen for 
livery gloves was three pounds a 
year; now no money is given, and 
only four pairs allowed annually. 
The luxurious appointments of billi- 
ard and smoking rooms and pianos 
to be found in many large establish- 
ments do’ not exist in the royal 
houses. The kitchen department, 
though well kept up, is far from 
being extravagantly furnished, and 
as much’ as possible is used from 
each place in the way of supplies, 
and as little bought as possible, 
The King has the true German in- 
stinct of care in small matters of 
expenditure, and a very keen oye 
to perceive weakness, and woo be- 
tide the official who is found to be 
to blame!

Derivation of Appellations Givon 
Various Breeds. 

The spaniel is so called because the 
original breed of this beautiful and 
intelligent type came from Spain, 
and the first arrivals in England 
were called Spanish dogs. 

The Spitz dog got its name 
its sharp pointed nose. ‘Spitz’ 
means “‘sharp point’’ in German, and 
the Spitz was a favorite German 
breed before he became known in 
England and America. Tho Spitz 
ts known also ag Dalmatian dog, bo- 
cause his native home is in Dalma- 
tia. 

The dachshound is another German 
breed, and his funny name—almost as 
long and funny as tlie dog himself— 
is a“German name, meaning “‘badger 
dog.”” The original dachshund was 
used for drawing badgers, and the 
dogsstill are great favorites among 
German hunters, although the breed 
has become a little too delicate for 
fighting such a gray old warrior as 
the badger. 

The fox terrier earned his name, 
}not from any fancied resemblance to 
the fox, but because long ago, in the 
days of ‘‘merry England,’’ these ter- 
riers, much larger and stronger then, 
were used everywhere by sportsmen 
for drawing and killing the fox, they 
being sent down into his burrow. It 
is said that no good fox terrier ever 
backed out of a burrow without his 
fox.

fore spring. Mr. J, S. Dennis is the 
engineer in charge of the work at 
Calgary. There will be two canals 
used to irrigate tho tract, a main 
canal 35 miles long with a width at 
bottom of GO feet, and carrying ten 
feet depth of water. This will be 
built first and will be used to carry 
water to the secondary canal, which 
when completed, will be 115 miles 
long. ‘To make the main canal 250,- 
000,000 cubic fect of earth will be 
removed. The work will be done by 
steam shovels, etc., and the whole 
project is the largest of the kind ever

The Midland Railway Company has 
Introduced a new and improved “class 
of sleeping car on its night Scottish 
trains, The cars are 60 feet long 
and 9 feet wide, which is the maxi- 
mum width available on English 
railways. This allows sleeping 
berths 6 feet 2 inches long to be ar- 
tanged transversely, with a corridor 
the full length of the vehicle. 

All the sleeping berths are on tho 
samo level; two of the compartments 
each accommodate two persons; the 
six compartments have 
each, but two of them 
may be converted.into a double com- 
partment by means of a sliding door 
in the partition. A smoking com- 
Partment is provided at one end of 
the car. Care has been taken to | 
ensure smooth running by reducing | 
to a minimum all vibration and the 
tendency to roll when at high 
speed. 

The floor is a double one, and has 
been specially arranged with a view 
to deadening sound.

Ontario Legislature. 
Opened at Toronto on Thursday Last, with 
Great Eclat. 

The Legislature was opened by 
his Honor, Mr. Mortimer Clark, 
Thursday afternoon, with more cer- 
emony than has been known since 
the new Parliament Buildings were 
opened, eleven yearsago. The full 
text ot the speech from the Throne 
appears in this issue, and the pro- 
gramme of legislation is light. The 
only measures of wide importance, 
those relating to the Assessment 
Act and the liquor license laws, 
were wxunnounced last year and 
shelyed. 

The session may be short, but it 
promises to be a “hot’’ one, as the 
Opposition is in fighting trim after 
the North Renfrew victory, and the

It is satisfactory, 
at least, that war has not yet 
broken-ont, and that up to tbat 
point there is hope that Russia's 
aggressive attitude may, for some 
reason or other, be so modified that 
the conflict may be averted. 


Railway Slaughter. 


The papers across the border are 
writing strongly—as well they may 
—on the recent appalling frequency 
of fatal railway accidents, and de 
manding that railway business be 
conducted with more regard for the 
lives of passengers. . The loss of a 
hundred liyes in three ratlway 
wrecks in one week, gives awful 
point and force to such a demand. 
Nor is this all, Up to the end of 
last June, the year’s record gave 
the number of collisions as 5,219, 
involving death to $31 passengers 
and 3,233 employees, and 46,000, 
mostly employees, injured. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
well calls this record a disgruce to 
the people of the United States, and 
the Washington Times says: “It is 
even more than that; it is an indicc- 
meng: of American railroad corpora- 
tions¥or wholesale murder, and of 
Congress | for complicity in the 
slaughter through criminal negli- 
gence.” Think of an average of 
fourteen collisions a day! What is 
needed is a proper block system, 
such as they have in England,

Golng to Country First. 


Ottawa, January 18.—It is re- 
garded as settled that there will be 
another session of the Dominion 
Parliament before the election. Sev- 
eral causes are assigned for this 
change of purpose, 

The voters’ lists are very back- 

ward and to wait for their comple 
tion would throw the election too 
far ahead that it is thought time 
would be gained by holding the ses- 
sion first. 
Members of Parliament would 
prefer a session if assured that it 
would be reasonably short, but this 
isa matter not entirely in the hands 
of the Goyernment. If the Grand 
Trunk Pacific question were virtu- 
ally re-opened the session might be 
long and arduous, The new trans- 
contintental railway is by far the 
most important part of the Govern- 
ment’s policy, and the Goyernment 
could not go to the country with 
this matter unsettled.

MRS. GEORGE CAMPION. 


Merey Bronson, daughter of Martin 
and Hannah L, Bronson, was born at 
Kingston in 1833 A.D. At an early 
age she moved with her parents to 
Marmora township where, in 1849, she 
Was united in marriage to Geo, Cam- 
pion, who now mourns the loss of a 
faithful companion. She became the 
mother of four sons, viz,: Thomas, of 
Port Hope, and Daniel, George and 
Harry, of North Marmora, and her 
only daughter, Mrs. G. A. Kerr, of 
Madoc village. 

At an early uge she became con- 
vinced of-sin, repented thereof, and 
joined the Methodist Church. She 
was always of a lively and charitable 
disposition, always ready to lend a 
helping hand to those in need, and 
self-sacrificing to the wants of her 
family. 

Early in December, 1902, she was 
taken very ill and during the follow- 
ing winter was confined to her hed 
where death wassupposed to be hover- 
ing near, but, under the providence 
of a wise and just God, she was en- 
abled to perform her household duties 
during the summer; but in the fall, 
1903, she came to visit her daughter, 
solicited medical advice, but was told 
there was no earthly aid for her dis- 
ease, yiz., cancer of the stomach, but 
that God was her only helper. She, 
therefore, yielded to this sentence, 
and gave herself entirely up to Him 
who knoweth all things and who gave 
her a clear knowledge of her accept- 
unce with Him, her days of suffering 
being praises to her God, who called 
her to Himself on Friday afternoon, 
January Sth, 1904. 

After a short service by Rev. Mr. 
Phelps at the home of Mrs. G, A. 
Kerr, the remains were conveyed to 
Marmora Methodist Church where 
service was conducted by Rey. Mr. 
Howard, of Cordova, who chose his 
text, Phil. 1, 21, ‘‘For me to live is 
Christ «nd to die is gain,” and thence 
interred in Marmora cemetery. The

udjusted fittings supplied from the 
eelar. 

The economical management of 
j furnace is an art in itself. An im- 


perfectly heated house may to often 
prove an expensive luxury when the 
amount spent upon doctor's fees os 
Placed against the money saved up- 
on the coal bill. An extremely hot 
house is equally unhealthy, however; 
Parsimony and extravagance in this 
respect may be bracketed together as 
things to’ be religously avoided dur- 
ing the winter. * 

The thrifty housewife has long ap- 
preciated that to secure the effi- 
cient results the firepot should be 
filled with coal which is kept burn- 
ing under a moderate draught. <A 
large surface moderately heated will 
Warm a greater quantity of air pass- 
over it than a small space, 
which, though it be red hot, can in‘ 
fluence only an amount of air in 
Tn addition 
to this, 


A SMALL HOT FIRE 


may prove a source of additional ex- 
pense by cracking the firepot or 
other breakages of this description. 
A cold hall on the first floor is 
very often the result of a misplaced 
register. The cold air, entering by 
means of doors or stair-cases blows 
over the iron place, counteracting 
the source of the warm current from 
the furnace below. A hall register 
should always be built under the 
staircase, where it will be protected 
from draughts coming from any dir- 
ection. When it is impossible to 
change the opening to such a shelt- 
ered position the warming of the 
halls may be greatly helped out by 
placing’ a chair or a table before it 
to protect it as far as possible from 
ihe draughts from door and stairs.

SOUTH SEA TOP-SPINNERS. 


It Is a Favorite Pastime Among 
the Islanders. 


Mr. A. C. Haddon, a traveller 
Torres Strait, off New Guinea, de- 
scribes in his book, “‘Head Hunters,”’ 
a top-spinning contest which might 
excite the envy of a civilized school- 
boy, or even of an uncivilized one. 
Tap-spinning is a favorite pastime 
among the South Sea islanders, in- 
deed on Murray Island, where Mr. 
Haddon was, it is a serious cere- 
mony; for this contest was the open~ 
ing business of a funcral feast. — 

At one moment there were _ thirty 
tops spinning together. The men 
sang songs, cheering on a top which 
threatened to stop, and shouting 
when one toppled over. When a 
top was ‘‘dying,’’ great care was 
taken to shelter it from the wind to 
prolong its life a few seconds. We 
timed four of the best tops, and 
found they spun for twenty-seven, 
twenty-six, twenty-five and twenty- 
four minutes. ; 

The tops are made of a fine-grained 
volcanic ash, and have the shape of 
a split pea with the flat surface up. 
The diameter is from four to six 
inches. The stem is a long pencil of 
palm-wood. The flat surface is de- 
corated, sometimes with common ob- 
jects painted in colors, sometimes 
with legends symbolically depicted.

WAR RECORD OF A DOG.

Unusual interest centred in a case 
heard in the Dublin police court, re- 
cently, in which the leading figure 
was a bulldog that formerly belonged 
to Gen. Philip Botha and went 
through a good portion of the South 
African. war. Ernest Warmingham, 
canteen manager for the contractors, 
Was summoned for cruelty to the 
animal, which has been stationed for 
some time past with the Royal Irish 
Rifles at Richmond Barracks. P 
The bulldog, which now belongs to 
Color Sergeant Edwards, Royal 
Irish Rifles, was accommodated with 
a seat in the witness box, from 
which point he seemed to take a 
languid interest in the proceedings. 
He was dressed in a coat with green 
facings, and wore several South 
African medals ‘with clasps. The an- 
imal’s record is an eventful . one. 
During the Boer war he was captur- 
ed by the Second Royal Irish Rifles, 
Mounted Infantry, from Command- 
ant Philip Botha’s farm in the 
Doornberg, in September, 1900. 
From that time until the end of the 
war he trked with the Rifles’ 
mounted force from Griqualand in 
the west to Basutoland in the east, 
and she still bears the scar of a 
wound received in action, Later he 
was with Gen. French’s column in 
Cape Colony.

Dry warmed air is more 
healthy, providing always that it is 
free from dust and is supplied to 
the furnace from the outside of the 
house—not owing to leaks or badly 
adjusted fittings supplied from the 
cellar. 

The economical management of 
furnace is an art in itself. An im- 
perfectly heated house may to often 
prove an expensive luxury’ when the 
amount spent upon doctor’s fees s 
Placed against the money saved up- 
on the coal bill. An extremely hot 
house is equally unhealthy, however; 
Parsimony and extravagance in this 
respect may be bracketed together as 
things to’ be religously avoided dur- 
ing the winter. 7 

The thrifty housewife has long ap- 
preciated that to secure the  efli- 
cient results the firepot should be 
filled with coal which is kept burn- 
ing under a moderate draught. <A 
large surface moderately heated will 
Warm a greater quantity of air pass- 
ing over it than a small space, 
which, though it be red hot, can in‘ 
fluence only an amount of air in 
proportion to its size.

HINTS TO HOUSEKEEPERS, 


When potatoes are scarce and high, 
rice can be used: in bread-making 
more economically and with as good 
results. Boil two toblespoonfuls of 
rice in a quart of water until the 
grains are Soft. Use this instead 
of the potatoes, water and all. 

Rice is one of the most nutritious 
and most easily digested of foods, 
and ought to be freely used in every 
family, especially where there are 
children and old people. 

The digestibility of beans in con- 
siderably increased by parbofling 
them with a little soda, in the pro- 
Portion of a half teaspoonful of soda 
to a pond of beans and two quarts 
of water. 

New tin utensils should be rubbed 
over with lard and then thoroughly 
heated. This, it is declared, will 
prevent their éver becoming rusty. 

To remove the odor of fish from 
dishes in which it has been cooked 
boil a bit of soda as large as a 
wainut in the water in the pan. If 
this fails, rub the inside of the dish 
with the freshly cut quarter of a

Our moon is comparatively a large 
body, large enough for a respectable 
planet if it were independent of the 
earth, Jupiter—and Saturn, too, for 
that matter—has moons still larger 
than ours. Mars, on the other hand, 
has only two very small moons. So 
size is no criterion of moonship. 

THE LARGER MOONS 

of Saturn revolve around it at a 
greater distance than that of the 
rings. The latter are relatively close 
to the planct, and in that fact we 
have a clew to their origin; that 
is to say, their nearness to the plan- 
et explains why they are so small 
and so numcrous. It can be proved 
that our big moon would be broken 
into numberless fragments if i¢ re- 
volved within about 11,000 miles of 
the earth’s surface. Then we, too, 
should have rings of little moons 
about us, in place of the single large 
moon that travels alone its monthly 
round. 

In Saturn's crowd of moons tnings 
happen that are characteristic of all 
crowds. They pull and haul one on- 
other, though perhaps always keep- 
ing at arm's length. They vacillate, 
and lurch, and waver to and _ fro. 
They collect into jams, though prob- 
ably without much actual touching 
or clashing together, and the crowd 
grows thinner in some places while 
thicker in others. Great waves of 
commotion run through this vast 
moon horde as through a flock of 
hurrying sheep. 

And yet, upon the whole, they are 
anu orderly assemblage. They never) 
pause in their onward movement 
along their fixed path about Saturn.

Millions of Dollars Paid to 
Them in Rent Every 
Year. 


It is unfortunate for many of, us 
that some provident and far-seoing 
ancestor of the eighteenth century 
did not invest two or three hundrod 
pounds in buying a few acres of 
grazing land ncar Westminster or a 
slico of marsh land q little  farthor 
west in the neighborhood of Chelsea, 
for it would have been such an eco- 
nomics! way of making a princely 
provision for his deserving progeny 
in the tWontieth century says Lon- 
don Tit-Bits. 

When, in the seventeenth century, 
Sir John Spencer, Lord Mayor of 
London, bought for a song a few 
acres in the districts known as 
Clerkenwell and Canonbury he little 
dreamt that he was preparing a re- 
gal fortune for a noble family. Sir

GERMAN EMPEROR TAKES ILL 
NESS WITH BAD GRACE, 


King Edward Is a Model Patient 
and Likes Cheerful People 
About Him.

Very seldom in his interesting ca- 
reer las the Kaiser been placed so 
much at the merey of the doctors 
as during the past few weeks, «and 
there is every reason to believe that 
tho state of affairs which so unfor- 
tunately happened is intensely dis- 
agreeable to His Majesty in particu- 
lar. Ho, like the late Queen Vic- 
toria, has a considerable belief in 
his own powers of staving off illness 
through sheer force of will, and 
when these methods have failed is 
inclined to receive the medical men 
with somewhat bad grace, 

Yet one of these physicians 
scribes him as being a ‘‘good 
even enthusiastic patient’’; that is 
to say, when once he seeg there is 
nothing for it but a thorough course 
of treatment and a calm submission 
to whatever is ordered, he carries 
out instructions to the smallest de- 
tait and with the most scrupulous 
regard for being thorough. But he 
is s0 inquisitive, one of his doetors_ 
said some time ago, that he is at 
times somewhat embarrassing. His 
Majesty cross-examines everybody in 
uttendance on tho intricacies of his 
ailment, and winds up be &ending for 
a book about it, which he studies 
with the utmost care. The next 
time the doctors come he, with a 
smile, often suggests an alternative 
treatment, ‘‘as in the case of So- 
and-so, with which, of course, you 
are familiar, doctor.’’ If the Kais- 
er-finds himself laid up for a day or 
two the first thing which

after his treatment is settled, is the 
rearrangement of his plans of work 
and the division of his time, so that 
as little of it as possible shall be 
wasted. Of course, hitherto the 
ailments which have afflicted him 
have been comparatively trifling. 

The Kaiser and King Edward are 
undoubtedly the two best patients, 
from. the doctors’ point of view, 
amongst the monarchs of Burope.

He 
carries out all their orders to the 
letter, and, desiring to take as 
pleasant a view as he can of the 
circumstances, insists on having only 
cheerful people about him, Sir Fran- 
cis Laking, whose optimism and 
cheerful good-nature are notorious, 
is a great favorite of his. 

The King of Italy is generally re- 
garded by the medical profession of 
his native country as an exceilent 
patient too, and his ailments are 
few nowadays, notwithstanding his 
very weakly youth.

Simply boiled, it is 
an excellent substitute for potato at — 
dinner, ;

A sure cure for corns without the 
least pain soak them till soft, then 
hold them between finger and thumb 
and powder away with a piece of very 
fine emery paper. 

For weak eyes dissolve as much 
burnt alum as would cover ten cents 
in a little lukewarm water, and 
moisten the eyes every few hours 
with a soft handkerchief, 

Put a metal spoon or fork in a 
glass or ‘china dish before pouring 
liot water into it. The meatal con- 
ducts the heat away, and the dish 
will not crack so readily. 

Glycerine used alone is not good 
for the skin, as it renders it dry 
and harsh, Mix with buttermilk, 
rose water, or even the beaten yolk 
of egg; it is quite harmless—in fact, 
very beneficial. ~ 

Onions as a nerve tonic are not to 
be despised. No other vegetable will 
so quickly relieve and tone up a 
worn out systém, and nothing will 
clear up a poor complexion so quick- 
ly as the free eating of onions. 

A good way to clean zinc is to 
dip a piece of cotton in kerosene and 
to rub the article to he cleaned 
with it until all dirt is removed. 
Rinse well with hot water  after- 
wards, and dry with a clean cloth. 

Dried apple parings are most use- 
ful in a sick room. These should be 
dried in «a coal oven as they are 
ready. When eequired, place*on an 
iron shovel over a few hot cinders, 
{f this is carried about a sick room 
it purifies the air greatly. — 

When cooking any preparation in 
which milk is seasoned with salt do 
not add the salt until the milk 
leaves off boiling, or it will cause 
the milk to curdle, It is best to 
add the salt after the milk is taken 
off the fire. 

Water tanks should have some 
pieces of hoop-iron placed in them. 
This will prevent any bad smell, for 
ns the sulphur compound evolved 
from the water combines with the 
iron, it will be found to leave the 
water quite sweet. 

The unpleasant oflor of onions may 
be got over by taking a cupful of 
black cofiee, eating an apple or «& 
piece of fresh parsiey. There are so

»taste, and two eggs well beaten. Tha — 
batter ought to be moderately thick, 
Stir in a teaspoonful of soda just 
before frying. Fine batter-cakes may 
be made of stale light bread; © trint 
off the-crust, soak the bread, and 
make it by the above recipe. Sour 
‘bread may be used this way. ee: 
Rice Pudding.—One teacupful of 
boiled vice, the yolks of four egga 
and the whites of three beaten sex 
parately, stigar to sweeten, one« 
quarter pound of suet chopped very — 
fine, flavor with vanilla and add 
raisins. Boil in a mould one and 
one-half hours, and serve with sweet 
sauce, “ 

Rice Meringue,—One cupful of boil< 
ed rice, one large pint of milk, two 
eges, one large cuy'iul of sugar, ono 
lemon. Boil the milk, stir in the 
rice, Beat the yolks with one-third 
of the sugar, then add to the milk 
and rice, and cook until thick ag 
soft custard. Take from the fire 
and grate in rind of lemon; pour in~ 
to a buttered dish: Beat whites 
with the resteof sugar, and add juice” 
of lemon; pour over the pudding and} 
brown. A delicious pudding. : 

Rice may be prepared and served 
with cheese, as macaroni is common< 
Jy cooked. If there is a littlo left 
from dinner, put it in a bake-dish,, 
grate cheese over it, so continue un- 
til all the rice is used, having tho 
last layer of cheese. Seasén with 
salt only, and pour in milk enough 
to come to a level with the last 
layer of rice.

Within the last two years a sub- 
stitute for bridges and ordinary fer- 
ryboats in crossing rivers has been 
thoroughly tested at Bilbao, Spain; 
at Rouen, France, and at Bizerte, 
Tunis. Jt is a ferry suspended over 
the water and moved by electricity. 

As it has been found practicable 
and costs only about one-tenth as 
much as suspension bridges, it is be- 
ing introduced in a number of small 
citios of Europe. One of these sus- 
pended ferries has just been put into 
operation at Nantes, France, where 
it crosses the Loi:e River. 

Two tall steel towers were erected, 
one on each bank of the river, the 
towers being connected by a horizon- 
tal railroad track supported by sus- 
pension cables from the towers, The 
track is 490 feet long and 165 feet 
above the river. An clectric car tra- 
vels along the rails, and suspended 
from it by steel cables is the ferry, 
which has three divisions, one for 
horses, vehicles and railway cars in 
the centre, and the others for foot 
passengers, on cither side of it. The 
crossing is easily and quickly mado. 

The car track is so high above the 
water that ships of the tallest masts 
may pass under it. The ferry is 
only a little above the water and 
lunds at docks on the street levels, 
so that the ascents and descents of 
the ordinary bridge approaches are 
avoided. 

The cost of the ferry has solved 
tho problem of crossing rivers or 
other channels in a cheap, simple 
and practical way.

If You Know How, it Can be Done 
Done Without a Diamond. 

It often occurs that glass tubes of 
various dimensiobs have to be cut 
where a diamond is not at hand, as 
in shops and power plants where oil 


ed, The usual method adopted 
to file a small groove around the 
tube and separate the glass with a 
sharp rap at the place weakened by 
the file. The result is not always 
satisfactory, because the ends often 
break unevenly owing to the diffi- 
culty of making o straight groove 
with the file. Better results are ob- 
tained when only a small incision is 
made with a file, just enough to cut 
through the enamel of the tube, on 
one side, and not all around. While 
the tube is still warm from the fric- 
tion of the file, the tube is then 
taken between the thumbs and fore- 
finger, the thumbs opposite the file 
incision, and the forefingers around 
the tubing, close to but not covering 
the incision. Pressure of the 
thumbs invariably causes the tube 
to break in as straight and clean a 
line as though cut with a diamond. 

Another method is to use a, 
saw blade, (the finer toothed the 
ketter, for a saw is only another 
form of a file), and this should be 
kept fed with fine emery, carborun- 
dum, or pulverized silica sand of 
hard grit, moistened with camphor, 
oil, turpentine or water. A straight, 
steady and even stroke should be 
made, and when the work is care- 
fully done against a gauge the out 
will be as true as though it had 
been ground. Nor is even a tooth- 
ed blade necessary, if a suitable 
hard and finely gritted abrasive is 
used and regularly fed between the 
glass and fine wire, watchspring, or

Roots 
African Plains. 


A French botanist, in the course of 

his explorations, says the Scientific 
American, a few wecks ago. in the 
sandy plains of the French Congo, 
discovered a pliant the bark of which 
contained a Jurge quantity of fibrous 
rubber, At the time scarcely any 
attention was paid to the discovery, 
but owing to the scarcity of rubber 
and ‘its high commercial value, which 
is in reality so prohibitive as to pre- 
vent a very wide employment of the 
substance, attempts are being made 
‘in England to turn this new  dis- 
covery to commercial use. The 
) plant also thrives profusely in 
| Northern Nigeria, and it is these 
forests which are to be exploited. A 
{sample of the plant has been anal- 
jyved by the botanical authorities of 
!Kow Garcers, London, and these in- 
l vestigations show that the rubber 
exists in the roots in sufficiently 
large quantities to warrant develop- 
ment.

choke up the veins and arteries and 
interfere to some extent with the 
circulation of tho blood in the neck 
and head. Do not understand me 
to be knocking any particular brand 
of high collars. So far as the ap- 
pearance of the high collar is con- 
cerned, I confess that I like it. 

“In my own case it has been a 
great blessing in at least one way, 
for felows with long necks, you 
know, do not look so well when you 
harness them up in low collars.

WITHOUT A SCRATCH. 


Foreigners often wonder that Irish 
horses are such adept jumpers. The 
reason is plain. In the olden times 
in Ireland a country stallion was 
prized not for his good looks, make, 
conformation or breeding, but for 
the manner in which he could acquit 
himself over a country. At the old 
spring country fairs in Ireland it 
was no unusual sight sixty or seven- 
ty years ago to see a string of about 
twenty stallions’ all ridden by thoir 
owners or owners’ sons, carecring  __ 
about madly and taking senentlonall 
jumps. Tor it was well known that 
he thet got through the most sensa- 
tional performance was sure to com- 
mand the largest share of patronage 
from the onlookers, and hundreds of

it was that died,’’ and both Sir 
John’s horse and rider were killed. 
There is a substatiated record of 
a horse having jumped a wall six 
feet high and one foot wide in the 
neighborhood of Paisley. The late 
Gen. Wallace once made a bet with 
Cunningham of Craigends that a 
horse belonging to one of the officers 
of the regiment would jump six feet. 
The bet was accepted, the horse was 
named, and he won the money easily 
for the General. The trial took placa 
over a wall bounding a cottage gar- 
den, and before the horse could be 
pulled up he cleared another wall 
44 feet high. Alongside of these re- 
cords it seems nothing out of the 
way to learn that on New - Year's 
Day, 1877, when the Duke of Beau- 
fort’s hounds met at Colcat Barn, 
Major Bayley, riding a pony, 14 
hands high, cleared a wall 5 feet 6 
inches in height. The merit of the 
leap is, however, enhanced when it 
is remembered that it took ‘place 
with hounds and that the pony was 
not brought fresh out at the stable. 
A still better jump with hounds is 
that taken by one Perkins, whip of 
the East Sussex hounds in 1823. Af- 
ter «a good run the fox made for 
Lord Chichester’s seat, Stammer 
Park, near Brighton and scrambled

One of the best performances over 
water is unquestionably that of Al- 
exander Campbell of Menzies in 
jumping the River Team.

Baker's hounds were running in the 
neighborhood of Granborough, when 
the Leam came in the way, Camp- 
bell had no idea he was so near the 
river, and even when he saw it had 
but a poor idea of its width. How- 
ever, secing that at last there wes 
something to jump he held a tight 
rein on his gray horse Deceiver and 
jammed him at the river. ho horse 
just cleared the water, which, on be- 
ing measured, proved to be 27 feet 
7 inches. ‘‘Campbell’s leap,’’ as it 
is now called, naturally caused some 
commotion and eventually a Mr. 
Gibson backed five of his horses for

Five thousand of the homicides were 
from quarrels, and liquor is helddirect- 
ly accountable for 302 of the crimes. 
How far it was, directly or indirectly, 
responsible for many of theremainder, 
is matter for easy guess. But, in 
spite of all this crime, there were only 
123 legal executions. Think of it— 
one execution to seventy-three homi- 
cides. No wonder crinie is so rife to 
the south of us, When willour neigh- 
bors wake up to the necessity of mak- 
ing laws against crimes of violence, 
and stringently carrying them out ? 
The lynchings numbered 104, nearly 
fifty per cent. less than the number of 
ten years ago, but still 104 too many. 
More law would mean less lynching, 
1.e., more law against lynching strict- 
y and impartially enforced. ‘The pre- 
yalence of lynching is the most dis- 
graceful part of the business. For 
lynching, as one of our United States 
contemporaries points out, does not 
come from fear of want of due admin- 
istration of law to those lynched. 
Most of those who suffer from lynch- 
Ing are negrocs, and negroes are al- 
Ways quickly punishable by strictly 
legal processes, though the same can- 
not be said of white criminals,
